THE TIDAL WAVE. 


There have been a good many political 


tidal waves in this country, including 
the great ground ewcll which swept 
the administration of Grover Cleveland 
into power, but there has never been 
anything whirli would becin to com- 
pare with overwhelming flood ot Re- 
publicanism wliicb swept over the coun- 
try on Tuesday. 


Unheard of majorities have been piled 


up in doubtful states everywhere, and 
both Democratic and Populist strong- 


holds! have been swept away by the ris- 
ing tide in favor of the tried principles 


of the Republican party. In no local- 
ity in the north or west yet heard from 
hae either opposing party been able to 
resist the overpowering sentiment in 


favor of a return to power of the party 
under which the people enjoyed an era 
of practically uninterrupted prosperity, 
such as never before blessed any nation 
on the earth. 


The causes which led up to this mag- 


nificent Republican triumph are so well 
known to the people that it would IMS 
useless to enter into details regarding 
them. The utter failure of the Demo- 
cratic admiuiBtration to carry out its 
pledges or to meet the issues as they 
arose with statesmanlike ability alien- 
ated not only the temporary strength 
which gave the party its victory, hut 
drove from it hundreds of thousands of 
Teterane who had trained under the 
Democratic banner fora generation.

know, myself, whether it grows from 
seeds, bufbs, roots or slips, but if you 
think well of it and will let me know, 1 
,vill eeo what I can do in getting some 
ilants from Smyrna to California; that 
E, H vie would have to co as far as 
Smyrna to get them, but if you will let 
me know what is wanted I will endeavor 
to get eomc and send it to California, 
even if I have to send to Smyrna for it. 


He itlso said that filberts grew in 


Spain on land very much like Oalifornia 
land. 1 do not know that 1 ever saw 
them gtowiug, but as they arc easily 
raised, 1 thought perhaps it would be 
will to cultivate them there, if they are 
not already doing eo. 


«* iilcn Huoko of wild thyme, which 
w in tho mountains of Palestine and 


on the very poorest and dryest kind of 
soil. He flays that it has a very rich 
hut Bmnll llowcr that makes the best 
honey in the world, and plenty of it. 
I thought if we could get some of that 
kind growing on our mountain Bides in 
California, where now only greasewood, 
manzanita and sagebrush grow, possibly 
it would pay. 


He also spoke of the date palms that 


he saw in Kgypt and Arabia, and said 
that they were very profitable and gave 
large returns to those who produced 
them. Of course they are not new in 
California, but I have often thought of 
writing to my people there to plant a 
largo number ot them, as I uiulcr&Umd- 
it takes Borne twenty-live years before 
they are old enough to produce well. 


In this 1 may he wronir, but if you 


think well of this 1 would like to have 
ycu suggest to our people that in some 
suitable places they put out u few hun- 
dred or a few thousand trees—if they 
do not cost too much—ao as to give thoee 
who arc here some twenty-five years 
later this kind of fruit of California 
growth. Yours very truly.

Mr. Mills eaye he has a fund at hie 


disposal for making the experiments 
suggested in the letter, and he proposes 
to ascertain whether licorice can be cul- 
tivated in the state with profit. 


"As for the matter of dates," he said, 


"we have date palms in southern Cali- 
fornia, but they do not become perfect 
plants and do not produce perfect fruit. 
It might be well to see whether they 
could not be grown in the arid lands 
about Indio, which, I imagine, ore more 
suited to the culture than Pasadena. I 
have seen camphor and cinnamon trees 
growing at Pasadena, and there is no 
question but that there are many each 
products now grown exclusively in Eu- 
rope and the Orient .which could be 
grown with (treat profit in California if 
the fact could only be demonstrated by 
experiment." 


Here in Fresno county there is no rea- 


son why almost all, if not all of the nuta 
and fruits mentioned might not be cul- 
tivated 
with profit. 
J)ates are not 


raised in .any commercial quantities 
here, perhaps because there never were 
many trees planted, and these aro yet 
too young to bear well; but ilia well 
known that many of the older vineyards 
of this county have date trees of" con- 
siderable size, and that they 
bear 


abundantly, whether the fruit develops 
well or not. 


As for filberta, there can bo no doubt 


but that this nut will grow to perfection 
in Fresno county. In fact A wild filbert 
grows on the mountains, and bears 
abundantly. 
The tree flourishes best 


in the damp meadows, at an altitude 
of frun2Qi>0 to 6000 feet above the sea. 
If the wild tree bears ao abundantly 
there is every refteon to believe that the 
cultivated tree would do better. 


Tnere is one Important tree which 


does no, eeem to bb included in the Hat 
on which Mr. Mills will try his experi- 
ments. ItifttheoU/e. Perhaps he con- 
siders that it ia beyond the experimental 
stage in this pnrt of the state and ia an 
established success. This would ho a 
correct view to lake cf the matter; for 
tho olive is as well entahliHhod here as 
is th» grape or the fig, but it sever 1ms 
been cultivated in commercial quantl 
lies. T|IH complaint is among tho few 
who have raffed olitt-B for sale, that Mtu 
market for Californiaolivea Iian not ht-en 
established. Thin id A natural condi- 
tion, and should not stand in tho way 
of a wider cultivation of tins excellent 
and profitable fruit. 


When Mr. Mills makes hia experi- 


ments it is to be hoped that he will not 
pass Vreflno county without investigat- 
ing the untried possibilities which exist- 
here.

On 
omc of the candidates there waa room 
jr difference of opinion, but on the fact 
liat the Republican county ticket had 
great victory, there waa no difference 
f opinion. 
It was partly guesswork up to a late 


IOUT on Tuesday night. Not till after 
midnight did the full returns from a 


" nglo precinct come in. Counting tho 
mllota was slow work. After the first 
;ame in, the others began to follow, and 
ly 5 o'clock in tlio morning, at which 
.our TUB RKI'UHUCAN went to press, 
here was enough known to make it 
eaaonaMy certain that a greater part 
f the Republican ticket waa elected. 
Still, nt tbat time, returns had been re- 
eivcd from only a dozen precincts out 
f a total of 72 in the county. 
The Democrats took about the same 
lew of the matter aa tho Republicans, 
t is said that in the early gray of morn- 
IK two solitary persona sat in tho Dem* 
ucratic headquarters. All others had 
wended their way home, after upending 
lie greater part of the night waiting for 
what never oamo.

''Well, I know we must have elected 
nobody."

celebrated 
the victory by clasping 
bande. aud then departing for home. 


Early yesterday morning people be 


gan to flock to the Republican head- 
quartern on J street lo hear tho news 
Some had slept very little. Return* 
from the precincts soon bi'gau to couio 
in pretty fast, and in nearly all cases 
the Republican a had either carried the 
precinct or had made large gains over 
their vote two years ago. The returns 
as fast as they came in, were written oi 
a blackboard prepared eauucially for tlio 
occasion, occupying a half of the side o: 
the hall. Dozens of people with pen- 
cils and paper, were soon at work add- 
ing and comparing figures for their own 
satisfaction, or in the interest of friends, 
and the scene was a lively one, and 
everybody there was in good humor. 


Sheriff Scott was the central figure of 


interest on the county ticket, and every- 
body was anxious to know how lie 
stood. He was certain of election from 
the first, but his friends did not want to 
be too jubilant until they wore certain 
beyond all doubt. It did not take long 
to arrive ata certainty. When precincts 
":.viug him from ten to forty majority 


snan to roll in, and it became apparent 


that he was holding hie own in Demo- 
cratic and Populist strongholds, there 
was no longer a doubt that be was safe. 
The splendid run he made was a subject 
of congratulation among his friends, and 
it could be pfaiuly seen that hu was a 
proud man. lie bad gone triumphantly 
and unhurt through tho exceptionally 
bitter fight made against him. It was 
considered that his majority would be a 
safe 300 over the nest opponent below 
him. 


Truinan Hart, for clerk, ran well from 


one end of the county to the other. His 
opponents did not sueceed in holding 
their ground in half a dozen precincts it 
the county. It is true that small ma 
jorities were given against him in sev- 
eral of the precincts; but even there 
he ran ahead of the general ticket, and 
the only question was the size of his 
majority. They all said it would,not 
be smaller than 500 over the candidate 
next below him in the race. 


Nobody seemed willing to riek a gue_ 


an the size of Barnum's majority for 
auditor. They were all afraid of get- 
ting it too small. The returns, as they 
came in, showed that he was a winner 
by several hundred. 


Moodey's race for tax collector was a 


fine one, and the polls had not been 
closed two hours before it was apparent 
that he would be tho next tas collector, 
and by the time half the returne were 
in the most conservative estimate placed 
liis majority not below COO over his 
nearest opponent.

Lemon Culture in Italy. 


Major C. J. Berry of Yisalia has had 


correspondence 
lately 
with Consul 


Woodcock of Catania, Italy, on the sub- 
ject of lemon culture there. The follow- 
ing from that source will prove interest- 
ing to California lemon growers: 


"Those orchards yield the best results 


which are the most distant from the eea, 
and are not of such an altitude as to he 
affected by frost. The rich valley above 
the eea level, where an abundance oi 
water can be had for irrigation, abounds 
in the best orchards. Somo orchards 
are very close to the Eeashore. Such a 
location is, of course, not desirable for 
the culture of this fruit. The trees to 
near those arc more liable to disease, 
and the (juality of the fruit is not so 
good na tluit of orchards more distant. 


"Artificial irrigation ia necesaary. In 


many instances it is elevated from wells 
by steam or muto power. The ground 
between the trees is cultivated at lensi 
five times between March and October. 
Vegetable crops hctwct-n the tret-9 are 
condemned. The tr<'OB produce uu aver- 
age of 1000 ]«mona annually. Cusys are 
mentioned wl.o'c trecp 
produce ten 


times Mint number. The lemons gath- 
ered in November are the onen to hold 
for their keeping qualities. They are 
supposed to'beep eix months."
